Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bennison  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  1942. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  very  good.  Infantile 
mortality  shows  the  lowest  figure  yet  recorded. 

The  figures  are  30*9  per  1000  for  1942,  as 
against  68*98  per  1000  in  1941. 

The  death  rate  has  fallen  from  13  50  per  1000 
to  10  02  per  1000. 

While  these  figures  are  praiseworthy,  I would 
point  out  that  the  unit  of  population  in  the  Urban  District 
is  so  small  that  a very  few  more  deaths  would  make  a 
considerable  alteration.

Social  Conditions. 

Housing  is  a great  problem.  As  I reported  last  year,  the 
position  was  not  satisfactory,  and,  if  anything,  the  position  has 

deteriorated  in  1942. 

Overcrowding  is  increasing  and  many  of  the  older  types  of 
houses  are  badly  in  need  of  major  repairs.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  near  future  that  more  labour  and  material  will  be  available 
for  housing  repair  work. 

As  all  the  Council  know,  the  housing  conditions  previous  to 
the  war  were  not  good,  and  if  post-war  housing  standards  are  set 
at  a higher  level  than  pre-war  standards,  the  Urban  District  of 
Clay  Cross  will  be  faced  with  a housing  programme  of  great 
magnitude. 

As  an  offset  to  the  poor  housing  conditions,  the  financial 
position  of  the  lower  group  of  wage  earners  has  greatly  improved, 
and  in  consequence  the  buying  power  of  families  in  respect  of 
food,  clothing,  etc.,  is  better.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  response  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  very 
much  better  than  last  year.  In  the  I — 5 years  age  group  1 68 
children  have  been  immunised.  In  the  over  5 years  age  group 
212  children  have  been  immunised.  With  previous  immunisa- 
tions this  gives  51  17%  for  1 — 5 years  and  72'54%  in  the  over  5 


years. 
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Scabies  Order  1941. 

A joint  meeting  of  representatives  from  Clay  Cross,  Dronfield  and 
Staveley  Urban  District  Councils,  and  Chesterfield  and  Clowne  Rural 
District  Councils,  held  on  21st  March,  1942,  decided  to  act  jointly  in 
the  provision  of  a Cleansing  Station  under  the  Scabies  Order  1941,  and 
the  Chesterfield  Rural  District  Council  was  requested  to  undertake  the 
administration  of  such  a station. 

Suitable  premises  for  adaptation  were  leased  from  the  Staveley 
Coal  and  I ron  Company,  as  the  erection  of  a new  building  was  not 
possible.  The  alterations,  etc.,  were  completed  by  August,  and  the 
first  patients  were  treated  on  13th  August,  1942.
